The Convention—The Day of Adjourn-
ment Fixed—Reports of the Executive,
Judicial, and Militia Committees.
Moxrcomery, Nov. 16.—A resqlution was

adopted to-day in the Convention llxlng the date

of adjournment for Lhe 25th inst, This will

‘ allow of the question of ratitying the new con-
stitotion being decided before the end of the

present year.

Il notice of the election be given on the day of
sdjournment, it can be beld on Christmus day,
which bas aiwnyu been kepl by the negroes,
€ven when they were slaves, asthe areat holiday
of the year. They would paturally flock in
large numbers to the towns and cities on that
day, even if there were no election: and the
radicgls hope to poll a larzer vole on this
account thau at the election {or the Convention.

| offenders ou that head breing only pardonable
by the Senate, who misht either commaie or
reprieve ithe prnlwr legal penalties, This latter
| clapse iz intended as gasravtee for the gond
faith of nny ex-Hebels who may enter the radi-
cal party for the sake of having their disabili-

“{les remaved,

The Judiciary Committee recommend that all
judicial officers except justices of the peace and
county commissioners fhall be filled by the Goy-
erument, the pominecs being subsequently con-
firmed or rejected by the Sepste.

The Militla Commitice recommend that all
militia officers shall also be anpointed by the
(iovernor, subiect to the approval of the Senate,
None of the reports were aeted upon.

A preat deal of excitement bas been alresly
created by the ordinance proposed yesterday to
compinsaie negroes for services rendered as
slaves from the time of the Emancipation Pro-
clamation down to their actual enfranchisement
by the Federal army. The ordinance was not
regarded ne n serious proposition, but it now
seems that some of the delegates are not only
determiped to carry it, but also to fix the com-
peneatidn at the present price of labor, $10 a
month.

This would practically elve every negro who
votes for the new Constitution a bribe of $250.
Confiseation would not result in nearly as much
roin ns this. It Is scarcely probable that so
extensive R measure oan pass the convention:
but it is qoite likely that sgome percentage of the
present compensation for labor will be voled to
the negroes.
